Asa dictator Huerta es also fail- 
ing, because he truts no one and is con- 
stantly making and uamaking his cabi- 
nets. That he ‘‘cooked’’ the elections to 
keep himself in power no one now de- 
nies. ‘‘Iam assured,” says the corre- 
@porident, “that he confided to a friend 
that no election would$be possible for 
three years, and that then he counted 
on being elected president.” For a time 
he was popular at the capital, but the 
public feeling has changed.
